Port Victnr arrived ntr Race Hocks light 
yesterday iiinriiiiig and was boariled by 
I'ilnt iMcliil.nsli, wild cartied instructions 
from Ciipt. Webber to the comniaiider to 
bring her itilo Eaiiuimalt, whore alio ar- 
ri\ ed ;it lOriiO. About eleven o'clock par- 
lies ill t own wore telephoned that she was 
lying nil' the naval coaling sheds, and ciis- 
Inins ntlicers, Capt. Webber, freight agent 
I). K. lirnwn anil others took hacks aud 
pi'ncei'ded tn I'jsnuimalt. The health of- 
licer v.iS later in coming, not having been 
notilied. A representative of Tiik Colo- 
nist boarded the steamer with tho oflicial.s. 
The Port Victor is a sister ship to the 
Port Augusta, is 180(i tons, and attains a 
speed of thirteen knots per hour. She ia 
owned by W. Mill)urn itCo., of London, 
Kng, , .niil had previous to her being char- 
tered by the Canadian I'acilie, been en- 
gaged ill the freight trade between Lon- 
don and Sydney, Aus. She is a good 
looking vessel, is provided with tri|)le- 
eX])iinsiou engines, and is conipaiat ively a 
new boat. This is her lirst trip to this 
coast, and she is also the lirst vessel tn 
.■n'l'ive under the newly consumiiiated ar- 
rangeiiieiit with the Imperial goveriiiueiil. 

She sailed from Hong Koug on tho 
night of the 14th instant under command 
of Capt. Williams. At Yokohama the 
latiiir was recalled and Mr. Uird, the lirst 
otlicor, given eouniiand. Capt. Bird is 
;ni Eiigiislniian, 2() years of age, and is 
prnbably mie nf the yoinigeat coiiniiand- 
or.'< who hold so responsible a pnwitinn. 
Hnwever, llo is a .skillful navigator, ia 
jiiipular with ollicers and crew, and the 
jiassciigerg sjieak in the highest couipli- 
iiieiitary terms of his iiianagetueiit of thu 
vessel -and hia courtesy and kindness to 
all. From all that could be gathered the 
Port Victor La ably commanded. 

Tiie trip over was unev entful, only one 
sliij) having been sighted during the vny- 
age until Esquiinalt was reached.

oiit for the ]iurpiisenf taking nbservatiniis 
nf the loljd eclipse on thu 2'.lLh .Vtigiist 
last. Tho pnint chosen for observatinn 
was Sbir .\Lawa, in northern central .Jap- 
an, HX) inilea from Tokio. The success 
of the ex|)cditi()ii was ilefealed by the 
general cloiuliiieHs of the atmosphere oji 
the day of the eclijiHo. .•Vliniit a half- 
dn/.eii |)liotiigra|)h3 only were secured. 
The outlit of the exjicdition was one of 
the most complete ever put up, the large 
telescope being forty feet in Iciiglh. 
Whilo the ex|)edition was located at .Shir 
.Vk.'iwa, they occupied the dianiantled 
feudal castle of one of the lords of the 
feudal tribes who tlnuriabed many years 
ago ill .Japan, but who aiiiue twenty years 
ago were coiKiuered, their castles burned, 
and the government of Japan placed un- 
der the sole rule of the emperor, .•\fter 
the eclipse, the professor took a |)ortion

WHO WAS SHAKESPEARE 

The ipiestion of tkw real authorship of 
the plays and poems known as Shake- 
speare's has received new interest from 
Ignittius Donnelly's forthcoming book on 
^i^u subject. Donnelly thinks be has 
found ill the folio edition an elaborate 
cypher or cryptogram which proves that 
h'raiicis Bacon, commonly but incorrectly 
called Lord Bacon, was the author of the 
dramas and poems, and that Williain 
Shakeapesre lent Bacon the use of his 
name in order to conceal Bacon's coinieo- 
tioii with the work. Whether Donnelly 
is l ight or svroiig it makes a very inter- 
esting study. It must he confessed that 
llie antecedent probabilities mo st rongly 
against the authorship of Sakospeare. It 
does nut seem possible that the works of 
transcendent genius which we call Shake- 
speare's coulcf have emanated from the 
brain of an uneducated, dissipated, book- 
les«, moneyless ])lay-aetor, as coiilempor- 
•ary evidence proves Shakespeare to have 
been ; and yet, on the other hand, genius 
does not. consent to be bound by the rules 
which hedge in ordinary mortals, and has 
an unaccountable fashion of rising supe- 
rior to its surroundings and of accom- 
plisbing the apparently impossible. ,101111 
Hunyaii and iloln.'rt I'urns are two famil- 
iar e.xaiiiples, about whose person- 
ality and the genuiiu^ness of their 
writings there can ho no doubt. 
'I'hu one was an unlciirned English 
tinkor, the other an illiterate Scotch 
pea.sant; and yet the first produced that 
Wonderful allegory, "Pilgrim's Progress," 
and the second poetry that will live as 
long as the language. There is this to be 
noticed about the llacon-Sliakespeare con- 
troversy, that the believers in the Bacon- 
ian theory have .so steadily gained ground 
as to put their opponents on the defen- 
sive. Only a few years ago the advocates 
of the Baconian authorship of "Hamlet" 
.■md •'Othello" were disuiiHsed with a jeer 
and a siiiile of pitying contempt for their 
fidly, while mjw they obtain at least a 
respectful hearing, and have even gone so 
far as to shift, in a groat measure, tlie 
burden of ])ro<)f to those who contend 
that .Shakespeare the author and Shakes- 
peare the iictor were one and the .same 
person. It may°be posKible to ilelinitely 
settle the ([uestion by a closer and more 
exhaustive study of Shakespeare's works 
and Bacon's works by comparing more 
•nitically the A'^m i/)/! Onjanum with the 
dramas and by cuntemporary documents; 
but whatever may be the result, the 
works remain', and beside them the ((ues- 
tion of their authorship is but a second- 
ary consideration. They belong to tiio 
world, whoever originated them, and the 
question of those whose genius designed 
and executed them cannot disturb the 
title of mankind to tho immortal produc- 
tions. _ 

SCIENTIFIC KNOWLEDGE. 

The address delivered each year by the 

President of tho British Association for 
t he .\dvancement of Science h;is assumed 
many ditl'eient .-ispects in the bands of 
successive h.olders of that distinguished 
olliee. Sir Henry Uoscoe coiitiiied him- 
self almost entirely to his own department 
or cliouiistiy, and to a review of its pro- 
gress along certain lines during the reign 
of Her Majesty the (Jueeii. Delivered at 
.Manchester, it naturally opens with a tri- 
bute to two of Manchester's chief scii'iili- 
tic worthies, Dalton and .loule, with a 
brief suinnrtry of tho benelits which their 
discoveries have conferred upon mankind; 
but it passes away from this topic almost 
iiniuudiately, ami is afterwards mainly 
devoted to an account of tlio chief ipies- 
tioiib which have arisen out of the .atomic 
theory and the law of conservation of 
enei-gy, and of the light which these have 
thrown upon the constitution and mechan- 
ism of the universe. Towards the close of 
an address wliieb, however interest iiig to 
soieulilic chemists, will in'nhably he 
tliouglil soiiu;wliat barren by the general 
public, Sir Henry just glances at a subject 
upon which he might well have lingered, 
and upon which he might without indis- 
cretion have spoken in the character of a 
legislator as well as in that of a philoso- 
pher. Ho referred to what has been ac- 
complished, during the Victorian era, in 
the w.iy of the ditl'usion of scientitic 
knowledge among the people. Ho an- 
nuuiiced it to bo "true" that the English 
people do not possess, as yet, "that ap 
preciation of the value uf science so char 
actei-istic ot some other nations." We 
greatly doubt the "truth" of this asser- 
t.ion, ami slioiild be glad to know on what 
I'vidence it is supposed to rest. Kiiglisli 
(leople are, indeed, too often iiidiflereiit 
til acieiiee, or rather are uiiiici(uainted 
with its value; but we are not able to 
identify the other nations who so much 
.surpass them in these respects. They are 
people will] make a grealer paiaiu; of 
science, but it may lie ipiestiolied whether 
t his parade cnvers a more real devotion. 
It is ijioii) obviously correct that "our 
eduealioii.al system, liaiideil down to us 
from the middle ages, has systematically 
ignored science," and that we an; only 
just beginning to consider how it may he 
made a more essential part of our teacli- 
iiig. ,Sir Henry Roscoe thinks the nation 
is beginning to see that, if we are to main- 
lain our commercial and industrial su- 
premacy, "the education of the people 
fi'om top to bottom iiiiist be carried oiiton 
iii;w lines." He declares tliat the (|Uus- 
lion liow this can best, be (lone is one of 
traiisceiideiit. national iiiipurtance, and 
That, the slatcsmaii who solves this eiluca 
tionul problem will earn the gratitude of 
goiioiations yet to come. 11 is, ])erliaj)s, 
more easy to say what must ho avoided, 
ill onhfr ti> arrive at the proposed cou- 
siimiiiai ion, than to say what should be 
done.
